ly:- 

L Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Department o(i Official'.Lan¬ 
guage (Joint Director, Hindi Teacl ing Scheme) .Re¬ 
cruitment Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official. Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay.—The 
number of the said post, its calssification and scale oft 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, Age Limit, Qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The method of recruitment to the smd 
post, age limit, qualification and other matters relat¬ 


ing thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 
oji the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marri¬ 

age with a person huving a spouse living, 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 

or contracted, a marriage with any per¬ 
son, shall be cigible for appointment to 
the said post. 

Provided that the Centra] Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person front the operation of 
this rule. . 

5. Power to Relax.—Whore the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be re¬ 
corded in writing and in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission, relax any of the provi¬ 
sions of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons. 

6. Saving.—-Nothing in these rules shall affect re¬ 
servations, relaxation of age limit and other conces¬ 
sions required to be provided for the Sceduled Cas¬ 
tes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-scrvicemcn and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Ccstral Government Irom 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 469.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and 
in supersession of the Central Sheep Breeding Farm,

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of 
pay.— The number of the said post, its classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as spe¬ 
cified in column 2 to 4 of the Scheduled annexed to 
these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, 
etc.—The method of recruitment to the said post, 
age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in column 5 to 14 of the 
Schedule aforesaid. 


. 4. Disqualification.—No person :— 

(i) who has entered into or contracted a mar¬ 

riage with a person having a spouse living, 
or 

(ii) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 

or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible, under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and' there are other grounds 
for doing so, exempt any person from the operation 
of this ruje. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be. recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect re¬ 
servation, relaxaton of age limit and other conces¬ 
sions tequired to be provided for the Scheduled Cas¬ 
tes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-serviceman and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Goevrnment from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S,R.47i-In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Junior Hindi Translator in the Zoological Survey 
of India under the Department of Environment, Forets and Wildlife, namely: 

1. Shoit title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Zoological Survey of India (Junior Hindi Translator 
Group ‘C’ post) Recruitment Rules, 1989. 

2) They shallcome into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the uid post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
hereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit qualificationsctc.—The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 tc 14 of the Schedule aforesaid.

(a) whi has entered into or contracted a marriage with a peison having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post:. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such parsoq and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Whore the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so todo.it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category or persons. 

6. Saving.—-Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and othei .concessions required to 
boprovided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the order issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 472.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of die Constitution, 
the President hereby makes the following rules fur¬ 
ther to amend he Zoological Survey of India (Cen¬ 
tral Service Group ‘C posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1963, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Zoological 
Survey of India (Central Service Group ‘C’ posts) Re¬ 
cruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the schedule to the Zoological Survey of 
India (Central Service Group ‘O’ post) Recruitment 
Rules, 1963, against serial number 36 relating to the 
post ofi Proof Reader, — 

(i) for the entry under column 3, the follow¬ 

ing entry shall be substituted, namely:— 

“2 (1989)* 

"■Subject to variation dependent on work 
load."; 

(ii) for the estry under column 5, the following 
entry shall be substituted, namely 

“1200-3(M 560-EB-40-2040.”; 

(iii) for the entry under column 7 the follow¬ 
ing entry shall be substituted, namelv :—- 
“By promotion, failing which by direct re¬ 
cruitment”; 


(iv) for the entry under column 8, the following 
entry shall be substituted, namely;-— 

“Between 18 to 25 years (Rqlaxable for Gov¬ 
ernment servants upto 35 years in accor¬ 
dance with the instructions or orders is¬ 
sued by the Central Government). 

Note.—The crucial date for determining the age 
limit shall be the closing date for receipt of applica¬ 
tions from candidates in India (other than those in 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep). In 
the case of recruitment made through the Employ¬ 
ment Exchange, the crucial date for determining the 
age limit shall be the last date upto which the Emp¬ 
loyment Exchange is asked to submit the names”; 

(v) for the entry under column 11, the follow¬ 

ing entry shall be substituted, namely :— 
“Age—No. 

Educational Qualification.—No, but must possess 
the educational qualification of at least 
Matriculation.”; 

(vi) for the entry under column 12. the follow¬ 

ing entry shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Promotion : 

Compositor with 8 years’ service in the 
grade after appointment thereto on a regu¬ 
lar basis and possessing educational qualifi¬ 
cation of at least Matriculation”.
